BARZUN'S NEW BOOK

H, M. Barzun, the French author
and lecturer who has been residing
in our city over a year, i8 enjoying
the unusual privilege of recelving
here the first copies of his  latest
work, which was published in Paris
two  weeks ago and eirculated
throughout the European Capitals.

This worlk, “FOUNDATION
D'EUROPE,” is issued into large-
gized volumes presented in the classi-
cal 'Paris fashion, and totaling six
hundred pages.
